dumb and blind girl, has suggested 

the relief of other souls that ;u 
much shut in as hers was, that and 
in several different puts of the 

ooustry smiliar efforts are being 
attempted, One of these experi- 
ments is being made at ihe Illinois 
school for the blind at Jacksonville, 

where Emms Kooecek, aged nine, 

is h pupil. She is handicapped 
just as was Helen Keller, but under 
the patient miiiist rat ion of her 
teacher, has been able to master a 
Vocabulary Of live hundred words 
which are spelled to her by the play 
of fingers in her palm. 

Emms Kubecck'soasc is consider- 
ed most hopeful, and the superin- 
tendent and her teacher have taken 
her to Springfield where ihe legis- 
lature is sitting, in the hope that 
the law-makers may be indeued to 
make an appropriation for her 
further education. The sum of 
11000 is wanted in order that a 
special teacher may be provided 
for her. For a time she sat at the 
door of Ihe hall, a mute appeal foi 
tin, chance which the lack of three 
of the most important of human 
senses had denied to her.
